The Dominion Bureau of Statistids issued today a special report on deaths 
from Automobile accidents in the nine proVitttes of Cenada during the year.1926. Under 
thistitle are included the accidents in which automobiles are involved in collision 
with other vehicles, such as horse-drawn vehicles, street-cars and trains. 
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In the nine provinces of Canada deaths from automobile accidents totalled 
506 for the year 1926, made up as follows: Prince Edward Island 1, Nova Scotia 28, 
New Brunswick 11, Quebec 183, Ontario 22, Manitoba 27, Saskatchewan 21, Alberta 33 
and British Columbia 60. For the whole country the death rate from this cause was 
5.5 per 100,0000f population, the individual provinces giving the following rates: 
Prince Edward Isiand 1.1, Nova Scotia 5.2, New Brunswick 2.7, Quebec 7.1, Ontario 
1.7, Manitoba 4.2, Saskatchewan 2.6, Alberta 5.4 and British Columbia 10.6. In the 
nine provinces 445 of the deaths due to automobile accidents, or 73% of the total, 
were of males; deaths of females mimbered 161 or 27 per cent of the total. Children 
ander 15 years of age contributed 186 deaths or 31 per cent of the total. In this 
age group there were 123 male and 63 female deaths, a proportion of 66 to 34 in the 
nortality of the two sexes.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports 864 accidental deaths credited 
to automobile accidents in 1927 as against 606 in 1926, an increase of 42.6 per cent. 
The death rate from this cause fcr Canada as a whole was 9.1 per 100,000 population 
in 1927 as compared with 6.5 in 1926. In the United States for 1926, the latest 
year for which figures are available, (basing figures for the whole country on the 
records of the Registration Area, which:comprised about 90 per cent of the total 
population) deaths assigned to autcmobiles numbered 23,264, a death rate of 18.2 per 
100,000 population. or double the rate for Canada in 19e/ and about three times the 
Canadian rate of 1926, 


That tourist traffic contributes to the death rate from automobile’ 
accidents appears to be berne out by a ccmparison of the death rates in the central 
provinces and British Columbia and those of other provinces. British Columbia had 
an autcmobile mortality rate of 13.4; Ontario 12.1; Quebec 9.7; New Brunswick 5.8; 
Nova Scotia and Alberta each 5.7. In the Province of Quebec, Montreal was responsible 
for one half of all autemobile deaths; Toronto's contribution in Ontario was only 
about 23 per cent of the totals 


From 1926 to 1927 Toronto increased its automobile death rate by 93.3 
per cent; Montreal by 55. 6 per sent; Vancouver by 54.5 per cent and London by 50 per 
cent. In the other cities listed tiipre was no unusual upward movement. It is 
however to be noted that the uncorrected figures of deaths from automobile accidents 
in cities tend to be too high, as in the case of fatal accidents occurring outside 
city limits the injured are frequently hurried to city hospitals and thus unwarrant- 
ably increase the city death rate.

British Columbia had the heaviest rate of any province in 1930, 18.6 per 
0, 000, while New Brunswick was second with 17,0 and Ontario third with 15.6 per 
0,000. Saskatchewan had the lowest rate, 5.8 per 100,000. . 


In the Registration Area of United States for the year 1929, the latest yet 
ailable, the rate was 25. 4. per 100,000 population.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports 1,302 deaths (preliminary figures) 
from automobile accidents throughout Canada in 1931 as against 1,290 in 1930, 1,300 
in 1929, 1,082 in 1928, 865 in 1927 and 606 in 1926. ‘the figure for 1931 gives a 
proportion of 12.6 deaths per 100,000 population. ‘The corresponding rates were 12.7 
in 1930, 13.0 in 1929, 11.0 in 1928, 9.0 in 1927 and 6.4 in 1926. 


Ontario had 566 deaths from automobile accidents in 1931 as compared with 517 
in the wevious year. The province of Quebec recorded 355 deaths in 1931 as against: 
338 in 1930. All other provinces with the exception of Menitoba, showed a smaller 
number of deaths in 1931, though the differences in Saskatchewan and British Columbia 
consisted of only one death in each case. Manitoba had 60 deaths in each of the two 
years. 


Ontario had the heaviest rate of any province in 1931, 16.5 per 100,000, 
British Columbia was second with 15.8 and Quebec third with 12,4 per 100,000. The 
lowest provincial rate was 5.4 in Saskatchewan. 


In the city of Montreal 143 deaths took place in 1931 as compared with 136 
in 1930, in Toronto the number wag 110 as against 67 in the previous year, in Vancouver 
46 as against 43, in Hamilton 31 as against 41 and in Winnipeg 25 as against 30. 
Deaths occurring in cities due to automobile accidents are not in every case the 
results of accidents which took place within. the city limits, as those injured in 
accidents outside of cities are frequently hurried to city hospitals. »

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports 1,111 deaths (preliminary 
figures) from automobile accidents throughout Canada in 1932 as against 1,316 in 
1931, The death rate from this cauge vas 10.6 per 100,000 population as compared 
with 12.7 in the preceding year. Since the year 1926, the first for which the 
vital statistics of all vrovinces of Canada were compiled on the same basis, 1932 
was the first year to show any significan, reduction in the mumber of deaths from 
automobile accidents, The years 1927, 1928 and 1929 each showed a marked incresse 
in the mumber of deaths over the preceding year, while the level reached in 1929 
was approximately maintained in 1930 and 1931. 


Ontario had 491 deaths from automobile accidents in 1932 as 
compared wit 5744 in the previous year, The Province of Quebec recorded 310 deaths 
in 1932 as ageinst 455 in 1931. All provinces with the exception of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick siowed 1 smaller number of deaths in 1932, In Nova Scotia the 
figure was 50 as comparec with 49 in 1931, in New Brunswick 49 as against 45. 


Ontnrio had the heaviest death rate from this cause of any province 
in 1932. 14.2 per ..,000, British Columbia was second with 12.1 and New Brunswick 
third with 12.0. ‘he lowest provincial rate was 1,1 in Prince Edward Island}

In the City of Montreal 121 deaths took place in 1932 as compared 
with 143 in 1931. In Toronto the mmber was 87 as against 111, in Vancouver WY 
as agvinst U6, in Winnipeg 22 as against 25, in Hamilton 20 as against 31 and 
in Ottawa 25 as against 19.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics revorts 954 deaths (preliminary 
figures) from automobile accidents throughout Canada in 1933 as against 1,120 in 
1932 and 1,316 in 1931, The death rate from this cause was 8.9 ver 100,000 
population as compared with 10.7 in 1932 and 12.7 in 1931. To find a rate lower 
than that for 1933 we mst go back to 1926. 


All provinces with the exception of Alberta and Prince Edward Island 
showed a smaller number of automobile fatalities in 1933 than in the preceding year. 
In Alberta the number increased from 9 to 64, Prince Edvard Island had to deaths 
as against one in the preceding year, 


; Ontario had the heaviest death rate from this cause of any province 
in 1933, 11.8 per 100,000, British Columbia stood second with a rate of 11.0. 
The next highest rates were 8,8 in Mova Scotia, 8,6 in Quebec and 8.5 in Alberta. 


In the City of Montreal 104 deaths took place in 1933 as compared 
with 121 in 1932. In Toronto the number was 65 as against 8%, in Vancouver 28 as 
against 41, in Ottawa 25 as against the same number in the preceding year, in 
Hamilton 22 as against 20, in London 20 as ageinst 12, in Winnipeg 18 as against 22. 
Deaths occurring in cities due to automobile accidents are not in every case the 
result of accidents which have taken place within the city limits, as those injured 
in accidents outside of cities are frequently hurried to city hospitals.

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DEATHS DUT TO AUTOIOBITE ACCIDENTS, 1934, 

The Dominion Bureeu of Statistics reports that deaths from axtomobile 
accidents in 1934 shov a reversal of the dovnvard trend in mortality from this cause 
which had been generally manifested since 1930. Deaths from automobile accidents 
throughout Canada in 1934 numbered 1,108 (preliminary figures) as agoinst 955 in 1933 
and 1,120 in 1932. The death rate from this cause was 10.2 per 100,000 population as 
comared with 9.0 in 1933 and 10.7 in 1932. Thus the upward tendency from the figures 
of 1933 has not yet brought the rate for 1934 as high as the level of 1932, 


All provinces with the exception of Nova Scotia, Saskatchevan and Alberta 
shoved a larger mumber of autombile fatelities in 1934 than in the preceding yeer, 
Nova Scotia, however, had 37 deaths as compared with 17, Saskatchowon 30 against 32 and 
Alberta 61 against 64. 


| Ontario had the heaviest death rate from this couse of any province, 
14.8 per 100,000, New Brunswick had a rate of 12.2 and British Columbia 1l.2e whe 
lowest rate was in Saskatchewan, only 3.1 per 100,000, 


The city of Montreal shoved a slight reduction in automobile fatalities 
&s compared with the preceding year, the figures being 100 for 1934 and 104 for 1933. 
On the other hand Toronto shoved an ineroasaf number of deaths, 43 as compared vith 65. 
Vancouver had 25 deaths in 1934 against 23 in the preceding year, Winnipeg 19 against 
(18, Hamilton 27 against 22, Quebec 1 against § and Ottava 19 against 25. Deaths 
occurring in cities are not in every case the result of accidents which have taken place 
Within the city limits, as those injured outside of cities aro freouently hurried to 
city hospitals.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports that deaths fron motor vehicle 
accidents in Canada during the yoar 1935 munbered 1,224 (prelininary figures) ag 
against 1,115 in 1934 and 955 in 1933. Tho death rate fron this cause was 11.2 per 
100,000 population as compared with 10.3 in 1934 and 9.0 in 1933. Over the period 
1926-35 the highest death rate fron motor vehicle accidents was 13.0 in 1929, 


All provinces with the exception of Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick and 
Alberta showed a larger number of notor vehicle fatalities in 1935 than in the preceding 
oe Prince Edward Island, however, had 2 deaths as compared with 5, New Brunswick 
O against 52 and Alberta 45 against 61. 


. Prince Edward Island had the lowest tate, 2.2 per 100,000 and Saskatchewan 
stood next with a rate of 4.1. 


The City of Montreal had 109 deaths fron motor vehicle accidents in 1935 as 
compared with 101 in the preceding year, Toronto had 74 as compared with 88, Vancouver 
against 25, Winnipeg o4 against 19, Hamilton 16 against 27, Quebec City 17 against

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports that deaths from motor vehicle 


1,224 in 1935 and 1,115 in 1934. The death rate from this cause was 11.9 per 100,000 
population as compared with 11.2 in 1935 and 10.3 in 1934, Over the period 1926-36 
the highest death rate from motor vehicle accidents was 13.0 in 1929, 


The deaths from motor vehicle accidents by provinces in 1936 were as follows, 
With the figures for 1935 in parentheses: Canada, 1,309 (1,224); Prince Edward Island, 
7 (2); Nova Scotia, 55 (57): New Brunswick, 41 (40); Quebec, 371 (314); Ontario, 562 
(571); Manitoba, 53 (53); Saskatchewan, 47 (40); Alberta, 72 (45); British Columbia, 
101 (102). Thus, five provinces showed a greater number of deaths in 1936 than in the 
preceding year, one province the same number and four provinces a smaller number,

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports that deaths from motor vehicle 
accidents in Canada during the year 1938, numbered 1,545 (preliminary figures) as against
